Electric Skate* Demonstrates 


A New York paper says :—Motor roller 


skating is being demonstrated during the 
Electric Show by Bruce Eytinge, of the 
Bronx, the inventor of the sport, from 
8:30 to 10:30. Last year Mr. Eytinge brot 
his skates, a recent invention, to test them 
on the vehicle track. This year he ha' 
several improvements to show. The bat- 
teries are smaller, lighter and differently 
placed. There are three batteries this 
year of 6 volts each, making a total 
rating of 18 volts, 30 amperes. This pro- 
duces a speed of 12 to 15 miles an hour. 
The speed could be increased by adding 
another battery. 
The total weight of bat 


teries is from 20 to 25 pounds, a distinct 
advantage over last year's arrangement, 
when the batteries weighed between 30 
and 40 pounds. The weight thip year is 
carried in a belt around the waist, and 
supported by shoulder straps. There ie a 
separate control for each motor, the left 
skate being controlled from the left hand, 
and the right skate from the right hand. 


Mr. Eytinge is receiving many queries 


from visitors at the show, who want to 
know where su^h skates can be purchas- 
ed and how much they cost 
So many 


inquiries have been received that Mr. 
Eytinge may have skates made to sell to 
the public 
So far the only motor rol'er 


skates in existence are those made and 
used by their inventor.

POPULACE FLEE IN TERROR 


Tne Morning Post of London an- 


nounces on good authority that Ostend 
has been retaken from the Germans. 
The dispatch is unconfirmed. 


An official dispatch from Berlin, re- 


ceived by wireless, announced 
that 


the 
Germans 
have advanced their 


lines along the coast 
of 
northern 


France to within a few miles of Dun- 
kirk, and that the inhabitants of that 
city and Boulogne are in flight. 


For several days there have been 


general denials from Paris that tho 
invading forces have met with any 
success near the 
French 
frontier. 


These, however, have been offset by 
later advices which stated that the 
fighting was nearer French territory 
than on the previous day. 


That 
the 
Germans have actually 


gained ground is evident, not only 
from the newspaper dispatches, nut 
from the French ofllclal communica- 
tion, issued Saturday, which 
stated 


that the Belgians had repulsed several 
attempts of the Germans to cross tho 
Hlver Yser, which is ten miles nearer 
the coast. 


In Its official 
communication the 


French government gives the informa- 
tion that British war vessels co-oper- 
ated with Belgian troops in repulsing 
a movement of 
German troops be- 


tween Nleuport—within six or seven 
miles of tho co.\st, if the tire of tho 
ships' guns Is to bo the least offer- 
tlvo in checking their advance. 


Reports also Indicate that British 


warships wore co-operating with tho 
allies in lighting off the German ad* 
vance along the coast. One dispatch 
asserted that heavy firing had been 
heard off Dunkirk, and that British 
Kunbqats and destroyers wero believ- 


ed to be operating in the canals on 
the coast. 


The Official Statement*. 


Tho following are the official bul- 


letins: 


BERLIN. 


"The attackH of the enemy to tho 


west and northwest of Lille have been 
repulsed by our troops with the in- 
fliction of (severe losses." ' 


PARIS. 


"In Belgium attacks by the Ger- 


mans between Nieuport and Dixmundo 
have been repulsed by the Belgian 
army, effectually aided by the British 
fleet. 


"Between Arras and 
Roye slight 


progress has been made at severa 
points. Our troops have reached as far 
as the wire networks of the defense. 


"In the neighborhood of St. Mihie 


we have gained some ground on tho 
right bank of the Meuse. 


"No news of importance has been 


received regarding the remainder of 
the front. 


"In Belgium the heavy artillery of 


the enemy has cannonaded, but with 
out result, the front from Nieuport to 
Vlaidsloo to the northeast of Dix- 
munde (a line of about ten miles). 


"The focus of the allies, and nota- 


bly the Belgian army, have not only 
repulsed further attacks on the part 
of the Germans, but have advanced aa 
far as Roulers. 


"On ourieft wing between the River 


Lys and the canal of La Bassee we 
have 
advanced in the direction ol 


Lille. There has been very stubborn 
fighting on the front from La Bassee 
to Ablain and to St. Lazaire. We are 
advancing 
from house to house in 


these localities. 


"To the north and to the south ot 


Arras our troops have been fighting 
without 
respite for more than ten 


days, and with a perseverance and a 
spirit which never for a moment have 
been relaxed. 


"In the region of Chaulnes we have 


repulsed a strong counter attack de 
livered by the enemy and have won 
some ground. 


"On the center there is nothing to 


report. 


"On our right wing in Alsace, tc 


the west of Colmar, our advance posts 
are on the line between Bonhomme 
Paris "and Sulzern (near the Frencfc 
frontier). More to the south -we sti) 
occupy Thann." 


While it cannot yet be said thai 


there has been, a decisive turn in the 
fighting, the situation in West Flan- 
ders and in France as far south as 
Lille, seems, from the point of \iew o) 
the allies, more hopeful than at anj 
time since the German advance on 
Paris was checked. 


The French official bulletin indi 


cates that the Germans in Belgium 
are being held on the line of the 
River Yser, where they -were reported 
Sunday, and further soum in a region 
that was a week ago the extreme Ger 
man right, the invaders have been 
again compelled to give ground he 
fore the allies' wedge force which has 
been concentrating on Lille. 


Several reports contend that the 


Germans have withdrawn from this 
town, hut this is not confirmed, nor is 
the report that they evacuated Cour 
trai, nearly thirty miles northwest. II 
seems plain, hewev-er, that the men 
ace here grew marked, and that the 
German 
array operating along tht 


coast of Flanders found Itself in peri 
of being cut off from the main body. 


"Lille has been evacuated by the 


Germans for the third time," says the 
Telegraph's 
correspondent 
in 
the 


north of France. "This evacuation was 
made necessary by the allies' capture 
of Laventie and Estaires, which forced 
the Germans to hastily 
leave 
the 


plain between Hazebrouck and Lille. 


"Everywhere along our left flank 


we have been successful, and the Ger- 
mans are falling back under pressure 
which they cannot resist. It is not 
even certain thai they will hold Os- 
tend. 
Refugees 
tell me that there 


were no Germans in Ostend on Fri- 
day. 


"The German army has not been de- 


feated in the western theater of ac- 
tion, hut its position is one of ex- 
treme peril. The allies took Baillcul, 
seventeen miles northwest by west of 
Lille, on Thursday."

TUESDAY. 


Pressing their movement to gain 


possession of the coast of Belgium and 
northern France, German forces have 
occupied Bruges, 14 miles southeast 
of Ostend, and Ghent, 30 miles from 
where King Albert and the remnant 
of the Belgian defenders of Antwerp 
have taken refuge. 


German forces also have reoccupled 


Lille, and London reports that strong 
German columns are marching toward 
Ypres, a town near the Franco-Bel- 
gian border.

WEDNESDAY. 


Paris officially announces that the 


French and English troops have ad- 
vanced to Ypres, Belgium, 25 mllea 
southeast of Ostend, toward which • 
strong German force is reported to be 
moving. 


The Belgian government left Ostend 


for Havre. 


For seventy-two houjrs, Paris re- 


ports, the Germans have been trying" 
vainly to pierce the line of the allies, 
between Arras and Albert, on the ex- 
treme left of the French and British 
army, and between Roye and Lasslg- 
ny, between the left and the center. 


An official statement from the Ber- 


lin war office says the German ad- 
vance in Poland has been successful 
at all points, that the losses of the 
Russian defenders have been tremen- 
dous, and that the czar's troops are 
falling back. 


THURSDAY. 


Substantial gains by the -allies at 


points extending over virtually the 
entire front of the long battle line In 
France, are reported in an official 
statement from Paris. 


The German forces, which have be- ' 


gun a move to turn the Anglo-French 
left flank and at the same time gain 
control of the north coast of France, 
are said to have been driven back to 
Courtrai, Belgium. Progress has been 
made, the report says, between Al- 
bert and Arras, on the left, where the' 
Germans attacked heavily. 


From Petrograd It is reported that 


the German army in Poland reached 
a point only ten miles from Warsaw, 
hut that they wrs driven back. Denial 
is made that the siege of Przemysl, 
in Galicia, has been raised, or that 
Lemberg, the caiptal of that Austrian, 
province, has been retaken. 


FRIDAY. 


The German navy has scored an- 


other heavy blow against Great Bri- 
tain, in the destruction by a subm» 
rine in the North sea of the British 
cruiser Hawke, with a loss of life re- 
ported at 350 men. This makes seven 
English cruisers' sunk by German sub- 
marines since the war began. 


In the 
great battle in northern 


France the allies, according to an of- 
ficial statement from Paris, have ex- 
tended their left wing from Ypres, in 
Belgium, to the coast of the North 
Sea, thus placing an obstacle in the 
path of the German forces marching 
toward the channel ports. 


After announcing that the Russians 


had driven back the German army 
which was advancing toward Warsaw, 
capturing 10,000 prisoners, Petrograd 
reported thpt a heavy battle was be 
ing fought within eight miles of the 
Polish capital.

army has won a decisive victory ovet 
320,000 Russians between. Ivangorod 
and Warsaw. 


SATURDAY. 


Each day brings the war nearei 


home to England. In a naval battle ofl 
the Dutch coast a British cruiser and 
four destroyers sank four German de- 
stroyers.

COUNTY HAS GREAT BARN. 


Adams county contains one of the most 


remarkable structure of ila kinu in ILu 
United States, in the barn built during 
the past Summer near Cashtown by Sbee- 
ly Brothers. More than 250 barrels of 
cement were need in the construction of 
the foundation and the first Soor. The 
building with a diameter of 90 feet and a 
height of 102 feet will have room for 90 
head of horses and cattle. 
All the cattle 


«talls will be equipped with stee' stan- 
chions and the others arraged to accom- 
modate horses, The stalls are construct 
ed in two large crescents with sufficient 
space for a manure team to pass back of 
them. Three watering troughs on this 
floor will relieve the necessity of taking 
the stock out of the building. To insure 
plenty of light and ventilation there are 
31 large glass windows in this section. 
One of the amazing features of the build- 
ing is the silo, 12 feet in diameter and 
rising to a height of 57A feet in the centre 
of the structure. It is constructed entire- 
Jy of hollow tile and has a capacity of 145 
tons. In addition to its use for feed stor- 
age it supports the rafters and girdere. 
For a distance of 54 feet these rafters have 
no support except this silo wall. The 
eecohd floor contains 12,000 feet of planks 
supported by 14 girders, each 80 feet 4 
inches long. These girders t jgether with 
the balance of the 100,000 feet of lumber 
used were cut from their own land. This 
floor is dust proof and will be used for 
storage of grain, hay, etc. Chutes vill be 
iun from this floor to the cement mang 
ers of the animals on the first floor. As 
fcestos shingles were useJ for tbe roof. 
TLe structure ha& a large cupola. 


With a crash that could have been 


heard for miles the steam dome of a lo- 
co.notjve which was undergoing repairs 
in the W. M. round-house, at Hanover, 
on Tuesday afternoon, bursted and the 
top of the dome weighing several hun- 
dred pounds crashed through the 2-inch 
plank roof of the building, The force was 
BO terrific that a hole nearly 25 feet square 
was torn out the roof. The top of the 
dome was hurled probably 50 feet above 
the building and as it came down it 
crashed through another part of the roof 
landing on the concrete floor, not over 40 
feet from where the engine etood. Along 
•with the dome went a. large portion of 
the sheetiron covering of the 
boiler. 


Fortunately no one was injured although 
one of the engineers was on the engine at 
the time, while several others were work- 
ing nearby when the explosion took 
place. 


Howard Howett, 19 year old son of J. 


A. Howett, of Fawn Grove, York coun- 
ty, committed suicide by hanging bim- 
eelf in a similar manner which his broth" 
er employed ten years ago. After lying 
awake all last Friday night, awaiting the 
return of her son, whom she believed to 
be out of the houee, Mrs Howett started 
an 
investigation and finding a door 


to the ganet locked, summoned neigh- 
bors who, when the door was forced open 
found young Howett suspended from a 
rafter. Ten years ago a brother commit- 
ted suicide in a similar manner, his body 
being found hanging from a tree near the 
farm bouse.

pleasant relief from those made from 
meat. To insure proper insallvation, 
a hard cracker or a crouton should be 
served with the soup. 


Cream of Onion Soup.—Slice three 


cupfuls of onion and place in a pan, 
put into a hot oven and stir and bake 
until of a beautiful gold color. While. 
hot press through a sieve, using wa- 
ter to facilitate the process. Add two 
tablespoonfuls of butter to three of 
browned flour, add a cupful of milk, 
and cook until smooth, then add a 
cupful of water, salt and a dash of 
red pepper, the onion mixture, and 
serve very hot, after adding at the last 
a cupful of thin cream. 


Vegetable Soup.—Cook the follow- 


ing vegetables for 45 minutes: A half 
cupful each of riced potatoes, chopped 
cabbage, beans, onions, three-fourths 
of a cupful of diced turnips, a fourth 
of a' cupful of diced carrots, a tea- 
epoonful of salt, and two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter added just before serv- 
ing. Cover to cook with a quart of 
water and see that the evaporation 
of the water is supplied with fresh 
so that a quart of water is left to 
serve with the vegetables. 


Creole Soup.—Add to a small diced 


turnip a small carrot, a large onion, 
two cupfuls of boiling water, a table- 
spoonful of rice 'and a cupful of to- 
mato puree, that is tomato put through 
a sieve to remove seeds. 
Cook until 


tender, rub through a sieve, add a cup- 
ful of boiling water, two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, a teaspoonful of salt, 
and a cupful of small green peas. Re- 
heat and serve. 
' 


Clear soups, like bouillons are usu- 


ally served in cups which have two 
handles, and when a spoon can no 
longer be used the soup is sipped from 
the cup.

T r i p e 
Fricassee. — 


Scrape a pound of tripe 
thoroughly, 
cut it 
in 


small pieces and cover 
with cold water. Let it 
boil for fifteen minutes, 
throw away the water 
and wash again in fresh 
water. • Then cover with 


cold water and simm*r for five hours 
very gently; add one small onion, 
chopped; after cooking for fifteen 
minutes drain off the water and add 
two cupfuls of milk. Now stir in a 
tablespoonful 
of cornstarch, mixed 


with a little cold milk, a grating of 
nutmeg, salt and pepper; stir until It 
boils. Remove from the heat, add the 
yolk of an egg, mix well and serve 
hot. 


Tongue Canape.—Canapes are usu- 


ally eaten with the fingers and servfad 
at the beginning of the dinner. Some 
elaborate kinds must be eaten with a 
fork. 


Sardine Canapes.—Cut brown bread 


in circles, spread with butter and 
heat in the oven. Pound sardines to 
a paste, add an equal amount of finely 
chopped 
hard-cooked 
eggs, season 


with lemon juice and Worcestershire 
sauce. 
Spread on the circles. 
Gar- 


nish each with the center circle of 
hard-cooked egg, filled with a tea- 
spoonful of the yolk put through a 
sieve or ricer. 


Crab Canapes.—Cut bread in slices 


a quarter of an Inch in thickness, 
three inches long and an inch and a 
half wide. 
Spread with butter and 


brown in the oven. 
Mix a cup of 


crab meat with a teaspoonful of lemon 
juice, two drops of tabasco sauce, half 
a teaspoonful of salt, a few drops of 
onion juice and two tablespoonfuls of 
olive oil. Mark the bread diagonally 
In four sections and spread alternately 
with cheese and the crab mixture. 
Separate the sections 
with finely 


chopped pimentoes.

»f Representative*! of the CommonwiMntl 
of Pennsylvania In General Assembly met 
That tho following amendment to tin 
Constitution of Pennsylvania be. and th. 
some ,1s hereby, proposed. In accordance 
with the eighteenth article thereof: 


That section one of article eight, which 
reads aa follows: 


"Section 1. Every male citizen twenty 


one years of ago, possessing the following 
qualifications, shall be entitled to vote a 
all elections, subject, hoxvever. to ouch 
laws rcvilrlnz and re&ulat!ns tho regie 
tratlon of electors aa the General Assem- 
bly may enjLct: 


"First He shall have been a citizen of 


the United States at least one month. 


"Second. 
Ho shall have resided in the 


State one year (or. having previously 
been a qualified elector or native-born cit- 
izen of the State. h<f shall have removed 
therefrom and returned, then six months 
Immediately preceding tho election. 
"Third. He shall have resided In the 


plectlon district where he shall offer to 
rote at least two months Immediately 
preceding the election. 


"Fourth. If twenty-two years of age 


and upwards, he shall have paid within 
two years a State or county tax. which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least one month be- 
fore the election," be amended so that 
the same shall read aa follows: 


Section 1. Every citizen, male or fe- 


male, ot twenty-one years of age, possess- 
ing the following qualifications, shall be 
entitled to vote at all elections, subject. 
however, to such laws requiring and regu- 
lating the registration of electors OB the 
General Assembly may enact: 
First. He or she shall have been a citi- 


zen of the United States at least one 
month. 


Second. He or she shall have resided 


In the State - one year (or, having pre- 
viously been a qualified elector or native- 
born citizen of tho State, he or she shall 
have removed therefrom, and returned, 
then six months) immediately preceding 
the election. 


Third. He or she shall have resided In 


the election district where he or she shall 
Offer to vote at least two months Imme- 
diately preceding the election. 


Fourth. If twenty-two years of age and 


upwards, he or she shall have paid within 
two years a State or county tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least one month be- 
fore the election. 


Fifth. Wherever the words "he." "hta," 


"him." and "himself" occur In any sec- 
tion of article VIII of this Constitution 
the same shall be construed aa If written, 
respectively, "he or she," "his or her." 
"him or her." and "himself or herself."

Proposing an amendment to section eight 


of article nine of the Constitute of 
Pennsylvania. 
Section L Be it resolved by the Senate 


and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania In Gen- 
eral Assembly met. That the following 
Is proposed as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania, In accordance with the provi- 
sions of the eighteenth article thereof:— 


Amend section eight, article nine of the 


Constitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, which reads as follows: 


"Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school district, 
or other municipality or Incorporated dis- 
trict, except as herein provided, shall 
never exceed seven per centum upon the 
assessed value of the taxable property 
therein, nor shall any such municipality 
or district incur any new debt, or in- 
crease its indebtedness to an amount ex- 
ceeding two per centum upon such assess- 
ed valuation of property, without the as- 
sent of the electors thereof at a public 
election in such manner as shall be pro- 
vided by law; but any city, the debt of 
which now exceeds seven per centum of 
such assessed valuation, may be '•author- 
ized by law to increase the same three 
per centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hereinafter incurred by 
the city and county of Philadelphia for 
the construction and development of sub- 
ways for transit purposes, or for the con- 
struction of wharves and docks, or the 
reclamation of land to be used in the con- 
struction of a system of wharves and 
docks, as public Improvements, owned or 
to be owned by said city and county of 
Philadelphia, and which shall yield to tho 
city and county of Philadelphia current 
net revenues in excess of the Interest on 
said debt or debts, and of the annual In- 
stallments necessary for the cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may bo excluded in

Tho nibthod of determining uuch 


amount, so to bo excluded or allowed aa a 
credit, may be prescribed by the General 
Assembly. 


In Incurring indebtedncmi, for any onn, 
cr more of said purposes of construction, 
Improvement, or reclamation, the city of 
Philadelphia may Iwsuo HB obligations ma- 
turing riot later than fifty years from tho 
date thereof, with provision for a sinking- 
fund Kufllcloiit to retire said obligation at 
maturity, the payments to ouch sinking- 
fund to be In equal or graded annual In- 
stallments. Such obligations may be in 
an amount sufllclent to provide for and 
may Include the amount of the interest 
and sinking-fund charges accruing and 
which may accrue thereon throughout the 
period of construction and until the ex- 
piration of one year after tho completion 
of the work for which uald Indebtedness 
shall have been Incurred; and said city 
shall not bo required to levy a tax to pay 
said Interest and sinking-fund charges, as 
required by section ten of article nine of 
the Constitution of Pennsylvania, until 
the expiration of said period of one year 
after the completion of such work.

Amend section twenty-one, article three

death from such injuries, the right of ac- 
tion shall survive, and the General As- 
sembly shall prescribe for whose benefit 
such actions shall be prosecuted 
No act

against corporations for injuries to 
per- 


sons or property, or for other causes dif- 
ferent from those fixed by general laws 
regulating actions against natural 
per- 


sons, and such acts now existing are 
avoided," so that It shall read as follows: 


The Genera' Assembly may enact laws 


requiring the payment by employers, or 
employers and employees jointly, of 
rea- 


sonable compensation for Injuries to em- 
ployees arising in the course of their em- 
ployment, and for occupational-diseases ot 
em-pioyees, whether or not such injuries 
or diseases lesult In death, and regard- 
less of fault of employer or employee, and 
fixing the basis of ascertainment of such 
compensation and the maximum and mini- 
mum limits thereof, and providing 
spe- 


cial or general remedies for the collec- 
tion thereof, but In no other cases shall 
the General Assembly limit the amount 
to be recovered for injuries resulting In 
death, or for injuries to persons or prop- 
erty, and in case of death from such in- 
juries, the right of action shall survive, 
and the General Assembly shall prescribe 
for whose benefit such actions shall be 
prosecuted 
No act shall prescribe any 


limitations of time within which suits 
may be brought against corporations for 
injuries to persons or property, or for 
other causes, different from those fixed by 
general laws regulating actions against 
natural persons, and such acts now exist- 
ing are avoided.

by tho Legislature, and by the establish- 
ment of such new courts as may be deem- 
ed necessary. 
In matters arising in and 


under the operation <>f such system. Judi- 
cial powers, with risht of appeal, may bo 
conferred by the Legislature upon county 
recorders ar.d upon oilier officers by It 
designated. 
Such \n\\a may provide for 


continuing 
tho rcKihtci Ing, transferring. 


Insuring, and 
guaranteeing such titles 


after tho first or original registtation 1ms 
been perfected by the court, and provision 
may bo mndo for raising Ilia necessary 
funds for expenses and salaries of officers, 
Which shall be paid out of tho treasury of 
the several counties.

“Fourth. If twenty-two years of age 
and upwards, he shall have paid within 
two years a State or county tax, which 
shall have been assessed a t least two 
months and paid at least ono month be­ 
fore the election," be amended ao that 
tho »amo »hall read an follows: 


Section 1. ISvery citizen, male or fe­ 
male, of twenty-one year» of age, possess­ 
ing the following qualifications, shall be 
entitled to vote at all elections, subject, 
however, to such laws requiring and regu­ 
lating tho registration of electors as the 
General Assembly may enact; 


First. He or »ho shall have becn a dtl- 
sen of the United State«, at least one 
month. 


Second. Jia or she shall have resided 
In the State one year (or, having pre­ 
viously been a qualified elector or native- 
born citizen of tho State, ho or she shall 
have removed therefrom, and returned, 
then six months) Immediately preceding 
the election. 


Third. Ho or sho shall have resided in 
the election district where ho or she shall 
Offer to vote at least two months Imme­ 
diately preceding the election. 


Fourth. If twenty-two years of ago and 
upwards, he or she shall have paid within 
two years a State or county tax, which 
shall have been usscssed at least two 
months and paid at least one month bo- 
fore the election. 


Fifth. Wherever the words "he," “hla," 
"him," and ••himself" occur in any sec­ 
tion of article VIII of this Constitution 
tho same shall bo construed as If written,

Proposing an amendment to section eight 


of urtlclc nine of the ConstltuUflfc of 
Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Be It resolved by tho Senate 
and House of Representative» of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen­ 
eral Assembly met. That the following 
Is proposed as an amendment to tho Con­ 
stitution of tho Commonwealth of Penn­

Amend section eight, article nine of the 
Constitution of tho Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, which reads as follows:

nevor exceed seven por centum upon the 
assessed valuo of tho taxable property 
therein, nor shall any such municipality 
or district incur any now debt, or ln- 
creaso Its Indebtedness to an amount ex­ 
ceeding two per centum upon such assess­ 
ed valuation of property, without tho as­ 
sent of tho electors thereof at a public 
election in such manner as shall bo pro­ 
vided by law; but any city, tho debt of 
which now exceeds seven per centum of 
such assessed valuation, may bo author­ 
ized by law to increase the samo three 
per centum, In tho aggregate, at any ono 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hereinafter Incurred by 
the city and county of Philadelphia for 
the construction and development of sub­ 
ways for transit purposes, or for tho con­ 
struction of wharves and docks, or tho 
reclamatjpn of land to bo used In tho con­ 
struction of a system of wharves and 
docks, as public Improvements, owned or 
to bo owned by said city and county of 
Philadelphia, and which shall yield to tho 
city and county of Philadelphia current 
net revenues In excess of tho Interest on 
said debt or debts, and of the annual in­ 
stallments necessary for tho cancellation
